(4) Check on sub rule (3) of Rule 95 on commercial vehicles 
will be conducted by authority indicated in sub rule (1) of Rule 116, 
while conducting the checks". 

0.. Sub-rule (8) of rule 90, shall be deleted. 

7.. In rule 98 of the principal rules,- 

(a) In sub-rule(2), for the letters and figures "IS: 1222(1987)” the letters 
and figures “IS: 12222:1987” shall be substituted, 

(b) . After sub-rule (3), the following shall be inserted, namely:- 

“(4) On and after expiry of one year from the date of commencement of 
the Central Motor Vehicles (Amendment) Rules 1997, all heavy/medlum 
passenger/goods vehicles manufactured shall be fitted with power 
steering gears.” 

8. In rule 100 of the principal rules,-

(d) first aid kit containing a tube of antiseptic cream containing 
0.5% of Centrimide B.P. in a non-greasy base, sterilised 
dressings,sterlised elastic plaster, water proof plaster, gauze 
and elastic bandage for wounds and burns, 

(e) two numbers of chock blocks for four wheelers. 

(f) Four cubical plastic moulded cones duly painted in reflective 
colours to be used as a fence when the vehicle breaks down 
and minor repairs like replacement of tyres, fuses/bulbs till it is 
removed from that site. 

The above items shall be supplied by the vehicle manufacturer at 
the time of sale of the vehicle.
